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Partney seeks mayor’s resignation; mayor amused

~<GRANITE CITY — The resignation of Mayor 
Von Dee Cruse is sought by 4th Ward Alderman 
Dan Partney. 

*Partney told the Press-Record he wants Cruse 
sout because the mayor released to the newspaper 
‘the Feb. 14, 1986, letter about police test scores. 
Cruse disclosed Friday that in April he sent the 
letter, which contained information about the 
investigation into test scores being conducted by 
Assistant City Attorney John Hopkins. 

~-“In my opini this is Granite City’s Water- 
gate,” Partney said. ‘‘At least in Watergate, the 
president of the United States had the integrity to 
resign before he brought total disgrace to this 
eountry. And I think that it’s sone ne the mayor 
sbould seriously consider before he brings total 
disgrace to the city.” 

‘Wants me to resign? I’m sure he does,” Cruse 
said, on the verge of laughter. ‘‘No, I’m not going 
to resign. Sorry.” 

Partney also called for Hopkins’ resignation. 
Hopkins said he has no reason to resign and won’t. 

On ThUrsday, Partney said Hopkins should 
Fesign because the attorney tried to ‘‘get’’ him. To 
support the claim, Partney said the police scores 
Tetter written to Hopkins was delivered to the 
Hewspaper. After learning Friday that Cruse sent 
the letter, Partney was outraged. 

“T think all this does is prove more of a political 
conspiracy by Cruse,’’ Partney said. 

If the intention was political, Cruse said, the test 
Sopsdon would have been publicly raised prior to 

April 7 election in which Partney faced the 
mayor's political ally, former 4th Ward Alderman 

\ Tor Hewlett. The information could have hurt 
| Partney’s chances of beating Hewlett, who lost by 
« 132" votes, Cruse said. Though Cruse said he 
{thought the public should have known then about 
| the test scores, Cruse said he didn’t want to give 
the appearance of trying to gain a political advan- 
‘tage from the information by releasing it before 
§ the election.

the election because Cruse didn’t know 
react to Hewlett’s loss. 

BY think that he (Cruse) panicked,’’ Partney 
said. 

The two-paragraph letter was released after the 
tion to Jet the public know that two patrolmen 
hieved the highest scores in the nation on the 
test, Cruse said. Those patrolmen were never 
praised for their scores, thou; others who have 
scored well at the state level were honored, he 
said. The public also needed to know there was an 
investigation into the scores being conducted, 
Cruse said, because he did not want to be accused 
of covering it up. 

The political overtones of Cruse making the 
information public would have been played up by 
Partney and that’s why the letter was submitted in 
confidence to the newspaper, Cruse said. However, 
when Partney tried to make it appear Hopkins 
was responsible, Cruse said he could not allow 
Hopkins to suffer 


“John Hopkins has been placed in a very contro- 
versial position and he has done his job with 
extreme courage and diligence, and that’s the rea- 
son I’m coming forward,” Cruse said. 

City Attorney Mark Goldenberg said Partney’s 
call for Hopkins’ resignation is off base. Golden- 
berg said he has talked with Hopkins and is aware 
of what was going on during the course of the test 
scores investigation. 

Goldenberg said-he believes Hopkins when Hop- 
kins says that there’s been no attempt to attack 
Partney for political reasons. Goldenberg said, 
however, that Hopkins was obligated to investigate 
the test issue and did. 

“John Hopkins is one of the most respecte 
attorneys in the Madison County Area _as ev 
denced by his past presidency of the Tri-Cities 
Area Bar Association and his high ranking in a 
reputable legal reference guide,” Goldenberg said. 
“He is an ethical attorney who does admirably in 
the performance of his job ... There is absolutely 
no impropriety in the way he’s conducted the 
investigation.”

Hopkins was justified in doing an investigation 
because of the uniquely high scores achieved by 
the two patrolmen, Cruse said. If the investigation 
did not have merit, then the state’s attorney would 
not have followed up with an investigation by the 
Division of Criminal Investigation, Cruse said. The 
investigation is in progress. 

Partney’s purpose is to divert attention away 


/ sia. himself with regard to the test scores, Cruse 


said. That’s why Partney called for the mayor's 
esignation, for Hopkins’ resignation and for a DCI 
investigation of the Police Department, Cruse said. 
The tests were mailed to Partney’s home, and he 
is among those with whom. the DCI has spoken 
during its investigation, Cruse said. 

Because Cruse released the letter to the newspa- 
per, Partney said, Hopkins ought to draft another 
“ostrich resolution’ like the one passed at the City 
Council meeting July 21. Partney said Hopkins, 





during the closed portion of that meeting, said an 
ordinance stating the council didn’t support Part 
ney’s comments on the police issue was needed 

Partney said that Hopkins told the council! the 
comments could involve it in a lawsuit. The 
“ostrich"’ resolution's effect is to stop aldermen 
from speaking out when they see something 
wrong, Partney said. The council passed the reso- 
lution. 

Hopkins was reportedly concerned about Part- 
ney’s written statements regarding Police Depart- 
ment personnel. Those statements were made in 
the Ju! r. 7 closed session and released to the news 
paper by Partney.. But Partney said the written 
comments served the purpose of Police Chief Bill 
Harris being ‘‘forced out by me.”’

Rich said Friday he learned 
via a telephone call at about U1 
p.m. Thursday that the board 
picked him for the post. He said 
he didn’t know anything about 
being selected before the call. 

Board President Kelly Hogan 
said Friday that Rich and Gran- 
ite City firefighter Robert Bell 
wanted the seat. He said they 
said so at a July 13 fund-raiser 
for Hogan's re-election. Bell v 
also mentioned at. the meeting 
by Hogan as a replacement for 
Crider, Hogan said. 

Though more than 88 days 
remain before the election, Rich 
will sit on the board until Cri- 
der’s term expires in November 
1989 because th are less than . 
28 months left in the term, Al 
Zimmer, general counsel for the 
Illinois Board of Elections, said 
Friday. 

Tilins Revised Statutes state 
that because the vacancy 
occurred with less than 28 
months left in the term, the suc- 
cessor can have the seat without 
a public vote until the end of the 
term. Crider had 27 months left 
in his term. Board member 
David Partney said Crider’s’* 
unexpired board seat should 
have been onthe November_bal- 
lot. 

“The people. should have the 
choice,”” he said. 

Voting for Rich’s appointment 
were Hogan, Partney, Monroe 
Worthen. and Jo. Ann Macios. 
Dewey Melton and Jolene Ter- 
rell ‘abstained.

‘GRANITE CITY — Accusa- 
tiéns of illegal and unethical 
behavior within the Police 
Department is the inheritance of 
newly appointed Police Chief 
Bob Astorian. 

Named chief and colonel on 
Tuesday by Mayor Von Dee 
Cruse, Astorian faces a tough 
job. His department has mem- 

ers being investigated by the 
Illinois Division of Criminal 
Investigation; faces a possible 
second probe by the DCI, on 
unrelated charges, by county 
prosecutor Dic! Allen; must 
deal with morale problems with- 
in the department that are 
acknowledged by Cruse; and is 
the focus of media attention that 
is resulting in regularly appear- 
ing articles. 

The resignation Tuesday of 
Police Chief Bill Harris followed 
by Astorian’s appointment can 
be -viewed as a turning point for 
the department. 

In the midst of the controver- 
sy regarding allegations of ille- 
gal behavior on the part of some 
officers, 38 police union mem- 
bers unanimously asked that 
Harris resign. They no longer 
wanted Harris. In dddition, 4th 
Ward Alderman Dan Partney 
was alleging the chief's involve- 
ment in wrongful activity. Har- 
ris’ resignation. under such cir- 
cumstances was appropriate for 
the department’s good. 

Also for the department’s good 
is“Astorian’s ascension to chief. 
The former lieutenant colonel is 
viewed with respect by law 
enforcement agents inside and 
outside the department. Cruse 
considers Astorian to be the man 
mist capable of ending the con- 
troversy and re-enforcing the 
confidence this community has 
in its policemen.

Two Madison County Board

John Hopkins allowed it. Schulze 
said Hopkins was made aware of 
White’s alleged non-compliance 
through correspondence from the 
engineering department. 

“TI can only go so far. They 
(city attorneys) must be the 
ones who help me enforce the 
zoning laws,” Schulze said. He 
said the entrance does not com- 
ply with city zoning laws. 

The apartment issue came up 
at the City Council meeting 
Tuesday when a homeowner 
addressed the council. She said 
nearby residents had been prom- 
ised by Hopkins and City Attor- 
ney Mark Goldenberg that action 
would be taken against White if 
the apartments did not comply 
with the zoning laws. 

Gladys Wagner, of 2723 Michi- 
gan Ave., lives directly across 
an alley from the apartments, 
and she said residents were try- 
ing to get the city to enforce its 
laws. At issue to the residents, 
said Wagner, is drainage and 
parking problems she said the 
apartments caused. She alleged 
zoning laws were violated when 
White decided to use an alley as 
a main parking lot entrance and 
did not pave the parking lot. 

Wagner said she went to a 
City Council meeting in March 
with other residents to complain 
about the apartments. 

“About 10 or 12 of us came. 
When we arrived in the hall, Mr. 
Hopkins and Mr. Goldenberg 
saw how many were there so we 
were shuffled off to a private 
room. The city attorneys told us 
they were notifying Mr. White 
that if he didn’t comply, they 
would start litigation and gave 
him a week to comply. We were 
not allowed to come before you 
at that time,’’ Wagner told ‘the 
aldermen, many of whom 
seemed unaware of the problem 
until- Wagner spoke: 

Schulze_agreed with Wagner 
that, under-city laws, alleys can- 
not be used as a_ primary 
entrance for new apartments. He 


Teen suic 


Every year, more than 5,000 
people between the ages of 5 and 
24 take their own lives. That's 
an average of one youth suicide 
death every two hours. 

Suicide now ranks as the third 
leading cause of death among 
young people. But it also is one 
of the most preventable. The key 
is recognizing the early warning 
signs.. Depression and suicide 
are clearly related. About 70 
percent of young persons 
attempeng s ide have a histo- 
ry of depressive symptoms. 

Long before suicide is 
attempted, teen-agers try to 
reach out for help with teachers 
or’ counselors. Suicide “does not 
occur on the spur of the 
moment, but is the final outcome 
of unrecognized or untreated 
emotional disorders. 

The best intervention for sui- 
cide is prevention. There are six 
risk factors that could predict 
the possibility of suicide in a 
teen-ager: 5 

1. Sex — women attempt three 
times more suicides than men, 
but men are more successful; 

2, Depression — suicide rate is 
higher in individuals that suffer 
from depression; 

3. Previous attempt — 25 per- 
cent to 50 percent of successful 
suicides have made a previous 
attempt; 

4, Alcohol and drug abuse — 
about 10 percent to 15 percent of 
teen-agers involved with drugs 
or alcohol abuse commit suicide; 


also said White failed to meet 
approved plot plans for the 
apartments and has not submit- 
ted a promised revised drainage 
plan.

On Feb. 4, Schulze sent a 
memorandum to Hopkins that 
“some kind of legal action must 
be taken now,” and that White 
had failed to apply for an occu- 
pancy permit. 

“TI was informed by the re: 
dents that there were people 
moving in,” Schulze said 

Hopkins said he originally 
intended to take action against 
White but changed his mind 
Hopkins said he was not sure the 
city was on solid legal ground to 
keep the apartments from being 
rented. 

“What changed my mind were 
numerous conversations with the 
attorney for Mr. White, Neil 
Huber, on matters that I had not 
completely considered. We’re 
trying to resolve it through nego- 
tiations,"’ Hopkins said. 

White had threatened to chal- 
lenge the city’s zoning law, Hop- 
kins said. He said that, because 
White owns part of the alley, 
Hopkins said he was not sure the 
city could force White to build 
an entrance from the street. 

Hopkins also said he was 
unsure the city could deny White 
an occupancy permit based on 
not complying with the alley 
ordinance. . 

“We would have had to file for 
an injunction to keep him from 
moving in,’’ Hopkins said. He 
said the city would have had to 
prove that area residents would 
have faced serious damages or a 


5. Lack of a support system — 
the suicidal risk usually’has lack 
of parental, friends or teacher 
support; 

6. Having a plan — the person 
with a specific plan to attempt 
suicide is a higher risk. 

Not all suicide attempts can 
be predicted, however. Some 

ouths will act without any overt 
indications of their intentions. 
Nonetheless, there are some gen- 
eral warning flags that rents, 
teachers, physicians and others 
should ‘consider as possible 
symptoms of the kind of depres- 
sion that could prompt a suicide 
attempt. These include: 

*Overt suicide threats or other 
verbal ‘“‘hints’’ such as slate- 
ments like, “‘I won’t be a prob- 
lem for you much longer,”’ or 
“nothing matters,” or “It's no 
use;”” 

*Radical changes in personali- 
ty or sudden changes in behav- 
ior. These could include with- 
drawal, apathy and moodiness 
or suddenly becoming cheerful 
after a period of depression; 

*Noticeable changes in eating 
and sleeping habits or unusual 
neglect of personal appearance; 

*Low self-esteem ; 

*Persistent boredom or diffi- 
culty in concentrating; 

*A decline in the quality of 
school work; " 

*Repeated complaints about, 
physical symptoms that are 
often related to emotional well 
being — such as headaches, 


health hazard as a result of the 
occupancy.

stomach aches and fatigue 

*Any attempts by the teen to 
“put his or her affairs in order’’ 
— such as giving or throwing 
away important possessions or 
cleaning his or her room. 

Close attention should also be 
paid to stress-producing factors 
in a teenager’s life. These may 
include a family crisis, divorce, 
death of a parent or friend, peer 
pressure, parental pressure to 
achieve, a failed romance or a 
move to a new neighborhood or 
school. 

Once a teen-ager at risk is 
identified, many sources exist 
for help. The Illinois Department 
of Mental Health and Develop- 
ment Disabilities and local men- 
tal health agencies have suicide 
prevention and other programs 
to assist families in coping with 
the problems that contribute to 
suicide attempts. Psychiatrists, 
pediatricians, family physicians, 
school counselors and other men- 
tal health professionals can help.

Madison County Board 
blasts IP rate increase: 


The Madison County Board on 
July 15 joined critics of electric 
rate increases by Illinois Power 
So. 

‘The board unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution urging the com- 
pany to cut costs and increase 
efficiency. It asked state offi- 
cials to take action to stop or 
mitigate increases. 

Introduced by board member 
Anthony Bosich, D-Wood River, 
the resolution said rates have 
risen ‘‘to such an extent as to 
create an extraordinary burden 
on the ciitzens of Madison Coun- 
ty, especially those with fixed 
incor, the poor and the elder- 
iy.” 

The resolution calls on the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission to 


scrutinize proposals for further 
rate increases the company is 
expected to present this year. 


Bosich said company stock- 
holders, as well as comsumers, 
should bear some of the burden 
of management decisions. 


Effects of the company’s 
recent 19 percent rate hike were 
magnified by the utility’s normal 
summer rate diffential. The 
result has been sharply higher 
monthly bills for many consum- 
ers. 


Recent rate increases have 
been related to the construction 
and operation of the company’s 
new power plant at Clinton, a 
project which involved massive 
cost overruns.
